District Attorney Thomas Lee 
Woolwine, who promised to try to 
procure a life term in San‘ Quentin 
in return for the slayer’s confession 
and his help in unearthing the body 
of hia victim, was said today to be 
standing by his agreement. But the 
public opinion is at such a pitch 
that it seemed evident “Bluebeard” 
would not escape with: his life. 

Watgon -was reported to be gain- 
ing strength after the strain of his 
trip’to El Centro and thence to the 
spot near Dixieland where the body 
was pointed out by him. '
